William C. Cole 
and Gun Capt. Soneman entered the 
turret and withdrew the charge from 
the other gun. whose breech was open. 
The survivors of the guns crew, when 
rescued, were mutilated and 
nearly dead. 

One man, whose clothing was on 
fire jumped overboard. 

In less than a minute after the ex- 
plosion, three streams of water were 
pouring into the turret, preventing 
the charge in the other 8-Inch gun 
from exploding. 

A funeral service for Piatt, Malinow. 
ski, Loesser, Hendricksen and Rule 
was held at 1 o'clock this afternoon 
on board the Massachusetts, Chaplain 
Wright officiating. Afterward a pro- 
cession was 7 on shore, and 
proceeded to the military cemetery of 
Porto Rico, where the interment took 
place. The regimental band of the 
garrison of Porto Rico took part in 
the cerenionies. Admiral Higginson 
and the officers of the Massachusetts 
were at the grave side, where military 
honors and alsa Masonic honors for one 
of the dead were rendered.

This dispatch to Servien appears to 
be the result of telegraphic communi-

ple in Mexico. The result of the in- 
quiry has been that the French con- 
suls are satisfied that the plague is 
much worse than has been reported. 
They have decided that there is cause 
for great alarm in the three cities 
named and will probably take steps at 
once to protect Frenchmen 
there.

SAN PEDTIO. Jan. 17.—Another death 
mystery, possibly invoiving a murder, 
is added to the long list here. At noon 
Frank Sylva. an employé of the Kerck- 
hoff-Cugzner Lumber Company, d'‘scov- 
ered the corpse of a man lying at the 
water's edge, within a few yards of the 
Southern Pacific's trestle, on Boschke 
Island tust north of town. Several 
bruises over the left eye and side of the 
head indicate foul play. The body has 
been identified as that of a man who 
recently came to Wilmington from Salt 
Lake City.

He did not work in 
particular, but always paid cash for 
his purchases, which at times amounted 
to considerable, hence it is thought he 
Wi in comfortable circumetances. 
They never had occasion to learn his 
name, but letters written to a friend 
in Salt Lake and shown to them dis- 
closed that his first name was “Jack.”

A sketch is shown elsewhere on this 
page of the handsome two-story ce- 
ment and plaster residence of the 
Moorish style of architecture, which 
is to be erected for Mrs. 0 Posey 
on the southwest corner of 
and Adams streets. 

The principal entrance to the build- 
ing will be on the corner of the inter- 
section of the streets named. 

Spacious steps leud through wide 
portals surmounted by a curved roof 
to a room, exterior 
curves vary between a circle and an 
elliptical figure. 

This ie flanked by conservatories of 
ample proportions, whose sem 
ical roof is supported by Moorish col- 
umns and arches that produce a de- 
cidedly pretty effect. 

The central portion of the structure 
is to be surmounted by a . Near 
the northwest portion of the house is 
a hexagonal tower. Toward the south 
and near a room all the lines of whose 
curved exterior are lites of beauty. 
stands a smaller square tower, as if 
to bid de flance to all trespassers who 
would dare to enter this enchanted 
domicile 

The building. as planned, is really 
one of the most strikingly unique and 
tasty pieces of architectural work yet 
undertaken here, and a complete de- 
scription would require the space only 
occasionally devoted to such subjects 
even in*magazine articles. 

A portion of the roof will be used as 
a roof garden; the burnished tiling pe- 
cullar to the Moorish style of archi- 
tecture, and like those ured in the 
Palace of the Alhambra, will be used 
for the remainder, and several car- 
loads of material for this purpose will 
be shipped here from Spain. 

In its exterior dimensions the dwell- 
ina will be 112x115 feet. Ie will con- 
tain about twenty rooms, which will 
comprise, in addition to the living 
reoms and bed chambers, a large mu- 
sic room, reception room, parlor. U 
brary. a large den, smoking and 
billiard room, di -room, breakfast 
room and kitchen. y are all to be 
supplied, of course, with the latest 
modern conveniences, and wil be ar- 
ranged in a manner worthy of the fine 
mansion of which they are to be a 
part.

NEW ERA OF DEVELOPMENT DAWN- 

ING IN THAT FIELD- 
— 

Light Gravity Oil Found by Salt Lake 


Company—Kern River Producers Must 
Care for Waste Oil—Local Fuel Market 


Holding Its Own. * 
* 


A new era of development is dawn- 
ing in the northwest extension of the 
local of] field, where within the past 
ten days plans have been laid for ex- 
tensive improvements. 

In this territory, which has hereto- 
fore been regarded as a producer of 
heavy oils, and an unimportant factor 
in the market's supply, recent develop- 
ments have proven the existenc® of a 
light-gravity product that is equal to 
anything found in the home field. 

On the property of the Salt Lake 
On Company there are flowing wells 
that are averaging from fifty-five to 
ninety barrels each daily, and on its 
territory, which is in line with the 
Baptist College, and the Oscar Bon- 
ner lease, new wells are being drilled 
as fast as the bit can be sent in. Un- 
like other producers in that district, 
the oll is obtained from a stratum 
that is reached at a depth of 1500 
feet, and the oil is light, being close 
to 18 gravity 

A little to the horth and west of 
this plant the La Brea Oj! and As- 
phalt Company is producing large 
quantities of heavy oll, that is so rich 
in asphalt properties that it finds a 
ready market at local refineries, where 
it brings close to $2.50 a barrel. The 
company is using compressed air in 
pumping its wells, and is having 
marked success. This oj! is found at 
from 500 to 600 feet. A similar stratum 
was encountered in the wells of the 
Sait Lake company, but was shut off 
when the company decided to drill 
deeper. ° 

For several months these companies 
have been about the only active work- 
ers in that corner of the field, but 
visit to the territory yesterday _re- 
vealed the fact that there ure at 
least eight new rigs in place, where 
new operators are preparing to begin 
development. 

The improved condition of the fuel 
market is the chief reason for the re- 
newal of activity, and the northwest 
corner promires to become an impor- 
tant producer of the home field. 

MUST CARE FOR WASTE OIL. 

Something will have to be done, and 
done quickly. to check the flow of 
waste oll from the Kern River field 
from finding its way into the waters of 
Kern River, or there will be trouble. 

Ranchers along the river have again 
notified the oll-well owners that they 
will have to abate the nuisance, and it 
is up to the prominent operators to 
carry out the levy scheme proposed 
several weeks ago. A meeting was 
held in San Franco this week, and 
it is believed that some definite plan 
will be worked out within the next 
few days. 

Many are in favor of constructing a 
levy from a point on section 3, 29. 28, to 
another in the neighborhood of the 
Standard tanks. Such a levy would 
check th: flow of oil and waste water, 
and with proper management it would 
be possible to save much of the oil 
that is now allowed to go to waste. 
MARKET CONDITIONS IMPROVE. 

Distillate and fuel oll are holding 
their own in the local market. 

During the past week several im- 
portant contracts were closed for the 
local crude, and in every instance the 
price paid marked an advance 
average grade of local crude sells at 
65 cents on immediate delivery. but the 
contract price is 75 cents or better. 

Distiliate is still scarce, although 
considerable is now finding its way 
into the market from the Sunset field. 
The ruling price is from §1 to 126 a 
barrel.

All theaters of a seating capacity of 
over 1200 persons must be constructed 
with a passageway at least ten feet 
wide on three sides of the bullding. 

Emergency exits and stairways of 
two-thirds the width of the main exits 
and stairways must be provided out- 
side the walls of all theaters. The 
framework of these exits must be of 
iron and they must be kept free of ob- 
structions, 

Section 205 says: 

“Tt shall be the Sete of the owner. 
or manager of every building of 
class V (including theaters) — the 
performances in which programmes 
are issued, to cause a diagram showing 
the exits of such buildings to be 
printed on such programmes.” 

Section 214 repeats the provision that 
all aisles shall be of the width of 
eighteen inches for every 100 seats or 
fraction thereof and says: 

“All aisles and eways in said 
buildings shall be kept free from camp 
stools, chairs or other obstructions and 
no person shall be allowed to stand tn 
or occupy any of said aisles or 
passageways during any  perform- 
ance . nor shall there be any 
chair, settees or camp stools, or other 
obstructions in such aisles or corridors 
at such times or occasions.” 

Exhaustive provision is made for 
fire apparatus within the theater and 
for the proper control of gas mains 
-and electric wires. 

Section 225 provides for a fireman at 
each nerformance as follows: 

“It shall be the duty of the owner, 
agent, lessee or occupant of any build- 
ing of class V with accommodations 
for 1000 or more persons, to employ one 
or more competent, experienced fire- 
men, — by the chief of the fire 
department, to be on duty at such 
theater during the whole time it ig 
open to the public; such fireman hal 
be subject and report to the chief of 
‘the fire department, and shall be in 
uniform and shall see that all fire ap- 
paratus required is in its proper place 
and in efficient and ready working or- 


Superintendent of Buildings and the 
Chief of the fire department are em- 
e to close all theaters which do 
not comply with the provisions of the 
ordinance, and the Mayor is given the 
power to revoke the license and close 
a theater which does not observe the

Poolseller Charges Wire-tap- 


per With Blackmail. 


“Col.” FT. D. Black, proprietor of 
the outlawed poolroom, yesierday con- 
tributed a sensational final chapter to 
the history of the local anti-ganibling 
crusade, by charging C. L. Mattfeldt, 
the wire-tapper, who is out of jail on 
ball, with attempted blackmall, heaped 
onto about every other crime on the 


calendar. 
The Mattfelidt family has caused 
“Col.” Black more woe than the 


Council, Mayor and all the preachers 
in the city combined, and a criminal 
prosecution of the telegraph operator 
by the poolroom magnate is probabie. 
Black has borne in silence the exe- 
crations of an unfriendiy populace, 
but he has been goaded almost to dis- 
traction by the Mattfeldt trio, and 
yesterday told a remarkable At- 
tempted robbery, ry, 
bearing false witness, and 
cussedness in rare degree are charged 
against Mattfekit by Black. 
Mattfeldt is out on $500 cash bail, 
awaiting trial in the Superior Court 
for tapping the Western Union wires 
leading to the peoolroom. Mattfeldt 
was in the employ of Black's partners 
in a stock exchange, and through his 


beat ig employers out of close to 
$2000 by holding out the results of races 
until beis could be made. When he 
was arrested red-handed, Mattfeldt 
was confident that Black would go on 
bend for his release, to prevent pub- 
lictty and consequent demand for the 
closing of the poolroom, but Black re- 
fused. From some unknown source 
the ball, which is very small for «a 
felony, was produced, and Mattfeldt 
was freed. 


PERSISTENT CAMPAIGN. 

Immediately upon his release, says 
Black, the fellow started on a cam- 
paign of begging. threatening, perse- 
cution, and attempted blackmall, which 
has few * — for persistency and in- 
genuity. t, $2000 was demanded 
as the price of skipping the country 
and hushing up the damaging pub- 
licity, but this was refused abso- 
lutely. The poolroom men, however, 
were anxious to identify the accom- 

ices who furnished the money for 

ttfeldt’s materials play the 


races, an 1 80 

te turn States evi- 
Gence. It is stated that Mattfeldt 
offered to betray his accomplices for 
$1000, but this was also refused. Black 
says Mattfeldt urged bim to give up 
the $1000, saying he would nee the 
country, the matter would be ‘Kept 
quiet, and the other criminals would 
wy repay the $1000 to avoid prose- 
cution. 

Biack says he positively refused to 
consider such a proposition to com- 
pound a felony. and told Mattfeldt to 
cease approaching Mim, but the fel- 
low was persistent, and called at 
Black's home and at the poolroom con- 
tinvally, and demanded money in the 
most brazen manner. On one occasion 
Mack says he came to his office and 
wept bitterly. saying that his wife and 
baby were about to be evicted, and he 
must have some money. Black gave 
him $10, and on being pressed, he in- 
reased the gift to $20. on the agree- 
ment that the fellow be gone for- 


ever. 
WIP AND BARE USED. 

But matters only became worse with 
the free-will offeriries, and when the 
poolroom ordinance was to come before 
the Counell Mattfeldt thought he saw 
his opportunity. Besides numerous 
visits and personal importunities, Matt- 
feldt is said to have written two letters 
which Black has in his posession. 
Both of these were delivered by mes- 
senger, and one pleads that $200 be 
given bearer, “or as much more as you 
see fit, as I am hard run.“ There was 
no response. to this, and in the morn- 
ing before the Council was to meet and 
discuss the poolroom ordinance the fol- 
lowing letter was received by Josiah 
Myrick: 

Mre. M. and her attorneys are going 
to be present at the Council meeting 
this evening and will insist upon pool- 
room being evicted from city and that 
it not be allowed to return again. Will 
also present her case and others as 
evidence of ruinous influences produced 
by poolrooms, etc., ete. Can prevent 
her being there, etc., if you see me not 
later than 1 o'clock today at 322 South 
Figueroa. 


(Signed) C. L. 
There was no to this, and 
Mra. Mattfeldt appeared and pleaded 


against gambling at the City Hall. But 
Mattfeldt did not let up with that, but 
sent his dutiful wife out with their little 
baby in her arms getting signatures to 
a petition pleading for the abolition of 
the poolroom. Finally, as if Black's 
cup was not full Mra. Mattfeldt 
brought suit in the Superior Court to 
recover $1000 alleged to have been - 
legally taken from her husband by the 
poolroom operators. Black say: t- 
feldt has not bet $10 in the room in his 


life. 
0L. BLACK’S DESPAIR. 

Black is well-night distracted at the 
persistence and resourcefulness of his 
enemies, and as Mattfeldt still boldly 
frequents his poolroom, is at a loss to 
know what to expect next. 

“Why.” exclaimed the poolroom mag- 
nate yesterday, “this fellow is the most 
pestiferous rogue I ever saw in my 
life. His systematic attempt to black- 
mall us is only the last and the least of 
his offenses. His unprincipled ingrati- 
tude is shown by the fact that while 
he was robbing me he was earning a 
good living off my partner at the 
Stock Exchange. They paid him $20 a 
week, more than most telegraph oper- 
ators get, and he had but about five 
hours’ work. If he had been anywhere 
near square he would have informed us 
of the wire-tapping; we would have 


caught the other criminals and he 
would have contin in a good posi- 
tion.” 


Regarding the doom of his poolroom, 
the colonel emitted not so much as a 
sigh, merely remarking alrily: “We are 
awaiting action by the powers that be. 
We have received no notification, and 
understand that possibly the ordinance 
will not become effective for thirty or 
forty days yet. By that time I pre-

Alt h, this writer declares, tae 
banks of San Francisco are heavily

Herein, 
indeed. ties one of the great differences 
between the section south of the Te- 
hachepi, and that on the north side of 
the sige Southern California has 
been largely developed, during the 
past dosen years, by men of wealth, 
who have come here from the East

fluence—some 
ately apparent to ‘the average ob- 
server—which has caused these south- 


ern counties of California to increase 
their relative “within twenty 
years from 10 per. cent. of the 
population of the State. It cannot cer- 
tainly be fully explained by superiority 
of natural conditions south of the Te- 
hachepi. It is true that the afr of 
Southern California is more balmy than 
that which prevail north of Point Con- 
cepcion, but the climate of the whole 
State is good, and so far superior to 
that prevailing east of the mountains 
as to admit of no comparison. In sum- 
ming up. after the climate has been 
disposed of, it will be found that other 
natural cenditions are, on the whole, 
more favorable to our northern breth- 
ron than to us. Central and Northern 
California, especially the Coast section, 
has a much larger rainfall than South- 
ern California. With us, expensive ir- 
rigation is a necessity, whereas in the 
north it is merely an incident. As to 
scenery, there is nothing in the State 
more picturesque and attractive than the 
scenery of such counties as Santa 
Cruz, Santa Clara, Sonoma, and 
Napa, not to speak of the grand scenery 
of the Sierra Nevada range. 

If, then, the difference in the devel- 
opment of Southern and Northern Cal- 
ifornia cannot be explained chiefly by 
natural conditions, to whet can we at- 
tribute it? If it is not in the country, 
then the difference must be found in 
the people. This is, doubtless. the 
truth. On a visit to Ban Francisco, a 
few months ego, a resident of Los An- 
geles dropped in at the headquarters 
of the so-called Promotion Committee, 
under the Grand Hotel, which - 
tion enjoys an income of about $3000 a 
month, contributed by public+spirited 
business men for the purpose of adver- 
tising Central and Northern Califor- 
nia. After registering hie name, he 
was solicited by a young woman at- 
taché to purchase a 60-cent book of 
views of San Francisco. What would 
the secretary of our local Chamber of 
Commerce—or the directors—think of 
Further investigation showed 
that there was considerable lack of 
harmony in the operations of this 
Promotion Committee. Representatives 
of one railroad company charged that 
the active and enterprising agent of 
another line was using it to boost his 
business.

This is probably not due to any 
lack of interest or diligence on the part

a large and remarkably fine exhibit of 
preserved fruit, but the location of the 
exhibit is altogether wrong, being in 
the ferry building, where people rush 
to or from the city. During a half- 
hours visit in the middle of the fore- 
noon not more than three or four vis- 
tors were seen, whereas it is seldom 
that one can Visit the exhibit room of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce without finding from a score to 
a hundred people there, and sometimes 
it is so crowded that it is difficult to 
move around. 

It is not surprising to learn that 
some northern recently 
tempted Frank Wiggins with an offer 
of $2000 a month to go up and “do 
things” in Northern California. But 
even the active and indefatigable sec- 
retary of our Chamber of Commerce 
could not do for Northern California 
what he has accomplished in the 
south, unless there should be a radical 
change in conditions prevailing up 
there. Here, in Southern California, 
any scheme for advertising or devel- 
oping any section of the southern coun- 
ties is received and supported with en- 
thusiasm by all the people, from the 
Mexican line to the Tehachepi-—with 
the possible exception of one peculiar 
city. In Northern California, on the 
other hand, such efforts are, as a rule, 
greeted with indifference or disparage- 
ment. Occasionally a spasmodic effort 
to do something is made, as at present. 
About twenty-seven years ago there 
was an effort of a similar kind, when 
the California Immigration Bureau 
was organized, for the purpose of ad- 
vertising the State in the East and 
abroad. It was supported, as in the 
present case, by public-spirited busi- 
ness men, and it was started under 
the pressure of hard times, but when 
times began to improve interest 
ceased, and it went to pieces. Here, in 
Southern California, we keep up such 
work all the time, in good seasons and 
in bad seasons. We would no more 
think of refraining from blowing our 
horn than the intelligent merchant 
would think of giving up advertising. 

Thus, by keeping everlastinsly at it, 
we achieve results. Merely to adver- 
tise a séction would, however, be gf 
little value, unless we had the goods 
to deliver. In point of fact, a major- 
ity of those who come to Southern 
California find, like the Queen of 
Sheba, that not half the truth had been 
told about the attractions of this fa- 
vored section. There is, of course, an 
occasional unreasonable kicker, but 4 
great majority of our newcomers, after 
settiing down, become active mis- 
sionaries for Southern California, and 
try to induce their relatives and friends 
east of the mountains to join them in 
the promised land. 

Again. we find in Southern Califor- 
nia a general air of hope and faith in 
the future of this section, which is in- 
fectious.

The electric companies should 
be required to use poles taller than 
fence posts for the stringing of their 
wires. Ihe principal difficulty Nes in 
the fact that, in an effort to practice 
economy at the public expense, the 
companies have used too short poles, 
and then have insisted upon trimming 
the trees down to the standard of their 
squat and,ugly poles. Taller poles 
would cost a little more, but they 
would in a great measure solve the 
difficulty. Council might prop- 
erly. it would seem, decree that no 
voles under a certain length—say fifty 
or sixty feet from the ground to the 
first cross-arm—shal] be used. Aig 
furthermore, until such time as all 
wires shall go underground (which 
time is not so very far in the future) a 
great improvement might be made by 
requiring a certain degree of uniform- 
y in the painting of the poles, and in 

angles at which they are set. Prop- 
erty has in many cases been need- 
lessly damaged by the erection of un- 
sightly poles, of all sites and descrip- 
tions, set at all imaginable angles. The 
despoiling of shade trees might also be 
avoided, in most cases, if taller poles 
were used.

$12,000,000. A Yucatan planter gives the 
followt detalles of the cultivation 
and uction of henequen fiber: It is 
planted in fields which measure twen- 
ty-four yards on each side, giving 576 
equare yards; a field of these dimen- 
sions is called a mecate. The han- 
plants are set out in rows one and a 
half yards apart, and the rows are four 
yards apart; thus a field or mecate 
contains seven rows, each with seven- 


-tself; but when various fields are cul- 
tivated side by. side, one row is lost in 
each; and the average number or 
Plants becomes 102 in each field. In 
practice the number of plants to a 
mecate averages 110, each producing 
thirty-five to torty leaves or pencas 
annually, according to the variety of 
the. plant and the quality of the soll; 
but taking tweniy as the minimum 
pumber of leaves per plant, the annua! 
yield of a field is 2200 pencas or leaves. 
The average duration of a henequen 
plant in production is ten years; they 
run from niné to fourteen years. With 
these data, the Yucatan planter makes 
this caiculation—110 henequen plants 
produce 2200 leaves per year, equal to 
22,000 in ten years ot production; these 
22.000 leaves or pencas yield Atty-Uve 
arrobas of twenty-five pounds each of 
fiber, which at the current price of 
r 76 per arroba—would give 
$261.25 per field or mecate in ten years, 
or, say, $26.12 per year.

Jaboration with Walter T. Swinglie.

RINEAPPLES WITHOUT THORNS. 

Pineapples without thoras on their 
leaves is another new invention of 
these Invest igaiors. Pineapple picking 
is both a disagreeable and painful— 
therefore a slow—process, because the 
Almighty has chosen to protect this 
luscious fruit with weapons which defy 
all comers. Indeed, the leaves of the 
commercial pineapple are lined with 
sharp teeth, like thone \ of the cen- 
tury plant and which will saw thréugh 
human flesh with the utmost ease. 
Now, there is a large pineapple known 
as the Smooth Cayenne. It is large, 
very fine in quality, with thornless 
leaves. But it is not a commercial suc- 
cess here because delicate and sus- 
ceptible to disease. Most growers re- 
gard its cultivation as too great a 
risk, inasmuch as it will not hold up 
wel under adverse conditions. The old 
Red Spanish pineapple is now more 
generally grown than any other 
cause it is the hardiest. But it is\ net 
of good quality and is sour. The ex- 
perimenters conceived the idea of in- 
ter marriage between the Smooth Ca- 
vonne and Red Spanish families and 
consummated it, hoping for an off- 
spring which would grow out of doors 
and be as healthy as the Red Spanish, 
but yet as large and toothsome as 
the Cayenne. They have thus suc- 
ceeded, up to date, in producing ten 
or twelve smooth leaves 
and varying in vor from intense 
sour to extreme eweet. and from flat 
tasteleseness to the most pungent of 
aromatic flavorse They are about mid- 
way in average size between the par- 
ent species, ' although some have the 
bulk of the big Cayenne. Some pre-

A NEW COTTON PLANT. 2 

The invention of a new cotton plant 
which will produce a long, staple and 
silky lint in the uplend regions of 
the South, is another triumph of these 
e@rperimenters.. Our cotton grown in 
the sea islands of the South has the 
long, staple and black seed prized by 
manufacturers. Its lint averages two 
inches in length, whereas that of the 
upland regions is from three-fourths 
to one inch.

It is so much lower than 
the lowest human skull of today that there is established 
this fact about the ancestor of man; he was separated 
from the man of today by a far greater difference than 
was the difference between him and the ape. 
Structure of bones, the immense thickness over the 
eyes, a decided contraction in the.sides of the Krapina 
skull beyond the eyes, are all characteristics of the mon- 
key. 

But there are other characteristics in the Neander Val- 
ley and Spy and Krapina skulls that differ vastly from 
those of the monkey. Some of these differing charac- 
teristics point to reversion to forms still more primitive 
than the monkey, while others show a development to- 


ward the human being of our own type. 

No “Missing Link.” 

These givergencies in opposite directions have led 
Eur scientists to reach one important conclusion: 


that is that the primitive man, the man of Krapina and 
Spy and the Neander Valley, is not a “missing link” de- 
tween man and ape. 

In the Krapina man there is a distinct furrow between 
the eyebrows over the saddle of the nose. It is a struc- 
tural character that does not occur in apes. It is one 
of the facial signs that makes the face look intelligent. 
The eyes of the man of Krapina are far apart. The 
frontal part of the brain had been developed much more 
greatly, therefore, than in the ape, whose eyes are close 
together. 

A striking peculiarity lies in the teeth of the primitive 


modern human being are degenerated. Evolution often 
uses degeneration as a help in its proces$ts. The teeth 
of the man of Krapina are greater even than those of 
the ape. Even the front teeth have two roots, where 
only few of our teeth have more than one. The grinders 
actually are larger toward the back, while our grinders 
are more or less stunted and diminutive. 

That and other peculiarities about the teeth of the 
man of Krapina are found in the teeth of a prehistoric 
ape discovered in the miocene formations in Germany, 
the dryopithecus.. This ape-man or man-ape existed 
and vanished many ages before the time of glacial man. 
So the missing link is to be looked for in the dim past

It was his scathing criticism, in this work, of Amer- 
ica and its people, particularly thése of the West, that 
first attracted attention to Kipling and, in course of time, 
to his other and better works. His idea, at that time, 
of the American, judging from this criticism, is epito- 
mized in one of the closing verses of his poem of that 


dame: 
„Enslaved, illogical, elate, 
He meets th’ embarrassed gods, nor fears 
To shake the iron hand of fate 
Or match with destiny for beers.” 

At first Kipling’s position was one of notoriety, rather 
than of note, but gradually the attacks of the press, 
aroused by the outspoken criticism in his book, subsided 
as his genius made itself felt in his later works. People 
read his stories because they liked them, and he finally 
entered upon the cumulative period of popularity, whose 
zenith is not yet reached. 

In “From Sea to Sea,” the name given by Kipling & 
bis book of travels, he seems to show up the America» 


follies and foibles most effectively when be cites in- 
dividual instances, recording bis conversations with 
street acquaintances and chance associates, setting 
forth their weaknesses and absurdities as character- 
istic of the country, producing, when ail is said, a rather 
sorry picture of the American. An instance of this na- 
ture, in connection with his tour of the West, fell under 
my notice a year ago, and if the rest of the incidents 
which Kipling used as nails to fasten down the lid of 
the coffin he bad prepared for American dignity, Amer- 
ican manners, and, in fact, everything but American 
business enterprise, which latter he did not approve of, 
have no more truth in them than his stories of poor, 
Yankee Jim of the Yellowstone, then San Francisco, 
Portland, Seattle, Salt Lake, Omaha, Chicago, and other 
of the western cities have little reason to care longer 
for the smart of the whip that he laid so unsparingly 
along their unwashed western backs. 

Kipling’s Imagination. 

Considering the shameless way in which this story 
of the old hunter and trapper is patched up out of whole 
cloth, there is good reason to believe that, in this much- 
talked-of story of bis travels, Kipling’s imagination has 
reciprocated the service of his observation in his works 
of fiction, and helped him to construct effective and 
pointed “instances,” where the real incidents of bis trip 
would not bend to his purposes.

Obi, or voodoo, the sacrificial 
worship of the snake, is no longer practiced in the 
British islands, as it was quite recently in Hayti, ac- 
cording to Spencer St. John. But obi-men still exist and 
ply a profitable trade in sorcery and spell-binding, espe- 
claliy in Jamaica. 

The obi-man secretly practices a malignant witchcraft 
of the same type as the black art of medieval Europe. He 
lends himself for gain to schemes of secret influence or 
magic invests with occult power such 
trifes as eggshelis, feathers, nails, and rusty knives, 
converting them into agencies of misfortune The wizard 
is generally an aged negro, lame, but venerable, with 
his feet crippled by the inroads of the burrowing fea— 
in the vernacular, an “old j foot.” A writer in 
Chambers’s Magazine states that white planters do not 
scruple to avail themselves of the universal dread of 
articles of obi. To protect their crops from pilferers 
they hang up a bottle full of cockroac as our farm- 
ers dress up a scarecrow to keep ing birds 
away. The practice of obi is forbidden in Jamaica by 
law. But, says the writer referred to, it is hard to se- 
cure convicting evidence against an obi-man, so deeply 
rooted in the native mind is the fear of those who prac- 
tice the malicious mystery. 

It is in Jamaica that you can best study the free squat- 
ter. After the emancipation, many negroes turned their 
backs on the cane fields, cleared public land, and lived 
on what they could raise. This is still. where conditions 
permit, the favorite mode of life of the lazier part of 
the people. The squatter's hut stands, half-hidden by a 
maze of foliage. not far from one of those streams that 
keep Jamaican hills so green. Its walls are of clay, its 
posts worm-eaten timber, but its squalor is relieved by the 
natural beauty of the green, unweeded garden of wild 
oranges, limes, okras and other vegetables dear to the 
black palate.

The eucalyptus tree is an evergreen of unusually 
rapid growth, and, for this reason, extremely useful in 
the reclamation of arid lands. Sterile ground may be 
made green and productive by it. The surface soil, by 
means of a successive storage of mineral ailments 
brought by the roots of the trees from far below and ac- 
cumulating through decay of dropping foliage, is con- 
verted into a stratum of fertility for agricultural or 
pastoral purposes. Another remarkable use of the cuca. 
lyptus tree is in bee culture. The flower is particularly 
attractive to bees, and excellent honey is produced by 
eucalyptus-fed bees. 


The most common use of the eucaryptus tree in Cali-“ 


fornia is as fuel. It is cultivated for this purpose in 
Southern California and produces excellent material. 
One of the pleasantest odors noticeable in this part of 
the country is the peculiar pepperminty fragrance that 
comes from the chopping of trees for fuel, or even in 
the breaking of a twig. It has the cool and pungent 
flaver of the forest and will persist in the air for several 
days.

Next to the sugar industry the most important enter- 
prise in which American money is involved is the Cuba 
Company. Tuts concern is composed of the following 
well-known group of American capitalists: William 
O. Whitney, I. ei P. Morton, Thomas & Ryan, Gen. 
G. M. Dodge, Geo. D. Haven, P. A. B. Widener, H. L. 
Terry, and Sir William Van Horne. The latter is the 
Chicagoan who built the Canadian Pacific Railway, and 
to whom Queen Victoria gave the “Sir” to put in front

coms with that great. undertaking. The Cuba 
Company started in business with $8,000,000 with the 
intention of building a railroad from Havana to San- 
ago. a distance of about 600 miles. It is a close cor- 
poration, the shares being worth $50,000 each. Before 
the scheme had proceeded to any great length the capl- 
tal was increased and the expenditures up to the pres- 
ent time will probably amount to about $10,000,000.

Mr. Cody stated, is about sixteen miles an hour, and that 
would send the man up at a speed of five miles. 

“The highest ascent I have made,” he added, “was

jerked somewhat. Then the speed takes away your 
breath, for the kite ascends quicker than any balloon I 
have been in. When you have risen to a good height 
and there happens to be a stiff breeze, you feel like a 
shipwrecked mariner. The wind screams through the 
wires, and the sails flap wildly about your head, and 
you feel rather lonely up there with nothing between 
you and the earth except a line of cable at an angle 
of perhaps forty-five degrees.” 

The danger of the kites assuming a too acute angle 
is carefully guarded against. Mr. Cody, however, has 
had few accidents. His most thrilling experience oc- 
curred at Bury St. Edmunds, where a squall caused the

With my kite I could fly 
over that or any other wall we might meet. In the 
same way I would lift over the sledges and the pro- 
visions. Nansen’s dogs died, and transportation be- 
came almost impossible. With my kites I should be 
independent of dogs; for in favorable wind the kite 
would draw the sledges along. Three of four kites 
would drag a ton weight of material, including three 
men. If the wind blew at the rate of twelve miles an 
hour we should travel about five and a half miles ia that 
time; a twenty-five mile wind would send us along at a 
speed of ten miles an hour, providing, of course, the 
surface of the ice was moderately smooth.

In 1893 the furious sea overran 
the promenade, swept into the strects of Aldeburgh, 
dashed tons of shingle onto the Slaughden-road, demol- 
ishing the little Three Mariners’ Inn in its stormy course. 
Since then Aldeburgh has had other stormy sea visita- 
tions also. Once in the nineties the sea flooded the 
town marshes, completing the destruction of Slaughden 
as @ village, and the water foreed north swung round 
behind the town nearly meeting the sea-food which 
had invaded Thorpe Haven. Meres and fields to the 
north were flooded, and for a time Aldeburgh was vir- 
tually an island. 

It is said to be the hope of the Inhabitants of Alde- 
burgh that the thirty yards of land at Slaughden, be- 
tween the sea and the wide river, may be cut through by 
the sea and thus a natural harbor formed. Three years 
ago, when the question of groynes was mooted for Alde- 
burgh, strong opposition was aroused against it. Has 
Aldeburgh got so accustomed to its sea-scourge that it 
likes it? 

Southwold and Dunwi“ 

The inroads af Southwold bare been serious and 
grievous. So much so that a sea defense scheme which 
cost the town £10,000, was rendered necessary. This, 
however, did not end Southwold’s difficulties. In 
March of last year, soon after its completion, the raid- 
ing sea did such damage once more that repairs costing 
a further £2000 had forthwith to be undertaken. So 
much for the later story. Remains of old sca defenses of 
Southwold may be seen to this day. 

Below Southwold the sea has also worked huge apd 
historic wreck. The last remaining church of Dunwich 
stands perilously on the cliff’s edge; the once consider- 
able town of Dunwich has been long since swallowed up. 


Fiesta and a Funeral. 


SPECTACULAR SCENES WITNESSED 
IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Al E. Ewan in Manila Critic. 


NE of the spectacular scenes incident to life in the 

Philippines occurred in Sucol, Mindoro, during the 

feasts attending the advent of All Saints’ Day,” 
November 1 and 2, just passed. 

On Friday, the day before, there was “hustle and bus- 
tle” in every casa in the barrio, which numbers about 
four hundred people. The fatted bullocks had been 
killed, a canvas tent pitched and the tables laid for 
the jollification.

the scene was hilarious, comical rather than 
fuil of spirit and fast getting full of spirits.

Wondertul Plaster. J 


EFERENCE was made in this department tome 
R-. ago to a new wall plaster, which was to be 

placed on the local market by a company orzaniced 
for the purpose. This company—the Fire Pulp Plaster 
Company—has had its factory runaing for nearly two 
months. Itt is located on the Scherer tract, on Alameda 
street, near Seventh, which belongs to the Southern ba- 
cific Company, a portion of the tract having been 
jeased 


The secret of the composition of this wall plaster is 
said to be a revival of an art that was known to the 
Greeks. The chief ingredients of the plaster are a gypsum 
rock, which resembles soft marble. It is brought from 
a deposit owned by the company. in the northern part 
of Los Angeles county, above Saugus. With that are 
mixed two varieties of clay from Elsinore, in Riverside 
county, and a small quantity of some other substance, 


sacked. This plaster is as hard as a rock, and sticks 
“gloser than a brother.” It can be given a very high 
polish, or can be finished rough, for external work. Fol- 
lowing are some of the good qualities claimed for this 
plaster by the inventor: 

First It requires nothing except water to prepare 
it for use. It can be remixed and revived after being 
partly set or killed, and water can be applied if de- 
sired for troweling after it is on the wall. 

„Second it will not weaken or damage by coming in 
contact with water. 

“Third—A rough or smooth wall or any embellish- 
ment can be produced from the same material. 

“Fifth—It spreads freely and easily, and can be applied 
much faster and with less loss of material than any 
other plaster. 

“Sixth—It will take any tint or color for decorating 
without first being sized, as it contains no limes or 
acids. 

“Seventh—It dries in a fraction of the time required 
for ordinary- mortar, materially s»ortening the period 
of completing a building. > 

“EKighth—it can be modeled or embcilished in any 
manner. 

-“Ninth—Being elastic and tough, instead of porous 
and brittle, it will dent like wood on being struck, and 
can be easily cut, sawed or bored, without breaking or 
disintegrating. 

“Tenth—It makes a hard wall, and is an absolute non- 
ecnductor of heat, cold and sound. 3 

“Bieventh—It is flexible and not Minty like old 


The company is preparing to build adjoining the fac- 
tory a roasting plant, to do work that is at present 
done at the quarry. Some valuable contracts have al- 
ready been made, including one for the plaster required 
in the Mason Operahouse, which will use up a. large 
amount of material. That stock in this company is con- 
sidered a good thing by experts is shown by the fact 
that several of the employés of the company have la- 
terested themselves financially in it.

than Elsinore. The company would be pleased to re- 
ceive samples of any deposits of likely clay within a 
reasonable distance of Los Angeles.

Los Nictos has a good situation for a manufacturing 
town, being at the junction of the Santa Fé and South- 
ern Pacific railroads, and having a pumber of pipe lines 
from the Whittier ofl field. Many oranges are shipped from 
this point, but the bulk of the {sight comes from tie 
vil, During the month of November the two companies 
having tankage at this point, the Central Oil Company 
and the Murphy Ou Company, sent out nearly 400 cars 
of crude oll. The Los Angeles-Whittier electric road, 
proposed by the Huntington-He!llman syndicate, runs 
through this place, and all the right-of-way has been 
obtained to this point. With the development of water 
now going on, the lack of which has held Los Nietos 
back, will come a steady advancement. The walnuts and 
oranges produced ia this section fre of high quality and 
goodly quantity. The business of marketing the big out- 
put is handled in an economical manner, the total ex- 
penses of handling the crop this year, exclusive of the 
brokerage fees, amounting to less than % of 1 per cent. 
Last year’s crop, amounting to 35,920 bags, or 3,974,067 
pounds, brought the association's members in the tidy 
sum of $335,702.18. This year the crop is somewhat 
larger, amounting to 37,244 bags, or 4,037,136 pounds, 
and with prices for all grades % a cent a pound 
bigher, brought the growers $365,404.76. 

The entire section has a prosperous, well-kept look. a 
number of new homes having been put up and many 
others received additions. Rivera voted for no saloons 
this fall, and her people are earnestly opposed to both 
saloon and social club, neither of which bas a footing 
in the precinct. 

Rivera, a quiet, peaceful little place surrounded by

In 1788 a race took place 
between an elderly man, named Bullock, of full habit 
of body, and a young athlete, who carried on his back 
a boy dressed as a jockey; while a little later a man 
on stilts gave twenty yards and a beating to a runner 
over a course of 120 yards. 

An old Hampshire paper gives an account of a race 
between three men of over 80 and three viliage cham- 
pions—each of the latter carrying bis mother on his 
back—over a distance of 100 yards. The goal was first 
reached by one of the veterans, on whose heels came 
the three mother-bearers, but the time, which is giver 
as under 12 seconds, is clearly too good to de true. 

Races between cripples tave been often recorded, and 
so far back as the days of the Merry Monarc) we read 
of a pedestrian struggle on Newmarket Heath, that was 
patronized by the Kinz himself, between two wooden- 
legged athletes who “hobbled a good race, which caused 
great admiration and laughter among the beholders.” 

In 1807, Lieut. Hooper, of the South Gloucester Regi- 
ment, backed himself to pick up a hundred stones placed 
a yard apart, and to deposit them separately in a 
basket at the startinz point, within an hour. He was 
successful in the endeavor, occupying but forty minutes 
over his task. The distance covered was five miles and 
thiree-quarters—a course which he subsequently, under 
simi conditions, negotiated in two seconds under 
forty-five minutes. 

On one occasion that celebrated pedestrian, Richard 
Mauks, ran a half-mile relay race against four genera- 
tions, each member thereof taking up the running for 
220 yards, at the point where the preceding one had 
stopped. The team, which consisted of a hale veteran 
of 77, and his son, a man of 56, his 
grandson, a strapping blacksmith of 33, and 
his great-grandson, a spry youngster of 13, made a gal-
